It  is  cold  comfort  to  Up  Island  resorts. to 
learn  that  some  weeks  in  the  future  there 
will  be  passable  roads  into  their  areas.  All 
of  this  class  of  work  should  have  been  put 
in  train  months  earlier  so  that  the  finished 
result  would  he  available  now.  Vancouver 
Island  Winters  are  mild  in  the  yxircmr,  and 
there  was  not  this  past  Winter  any  visible 
reason  w hv  a road  program  could  not  have 
been  earned  out  earlv  m the  Spring  Cur- 
rent work  on  the  Alberni  Highway  has 
created  a mam  interruption  in  the  cross 
Island  traffic,  with  a long  detour  bv  way  of 
Qiiahcum  Beach.  I he  nature  and  extent  of 
the  repairs  m this  instance  make  it  clear  that 
for  some  weeks  yet  this  condition  will  con- 
tinue 

It  is  anomalous  to  have  Victoria  bending 
every  effort  to  insrca.se  the  flow  of  the  tourist 
f raflis  to  Vancouver  Islam!  generally,  and 
then  to  find  that  provincial  highways  have 
gone  into  a temporary  decline*  from  which  no 
sudden  relief  can  be  expected.  That  was  not 
what  provineial  guide  books  led  the  visiting 
public  to  believe.  It  was  not  what  this  city 
said  in  good  faith  in  its  tourist  folders  It  is. 
unfortunately,  what  the  tourists  are  finding 
at  all  toss  many  places  south  of  Alberni 
C anal  m the  mam  tourist  circuits  of  Van- 
couver Island.  Next  year  there  should  be  an 
earlier  start,  and  much  more  vigorous  action 
before  the  tourist  season  opens.

I he  readiness  ol  the  maior  Luropcan 

powers  to  sink  their  political  differences  and 
come  to  grips  with  the  problem  of  the  eco- 
nomic recovery  of  that  continent  will  be  put 
to  the  test  at  the  conference  which  open* 
today  in  Paris  There  the  Foreign  Ministers 
of  Great  Britain.  Russia  and  France  will 
meet  to  decide  on  taking  up  the  offer  of  eco- 
nomic help  made  bv  General  Marshall  I he 
offer  is  not  blanket  wide.  It  is  contingent  on 
the  European  nations  taking  steps  to  aid 
themselves  by  concerting  their  policies  and 
proving  their  willingness  to  act  together.  The 
United  States  is  not  prepared  to  underwrite 
Furopean  recovery  without  some  effort  on 
the  part  of  those  she  plans  to  aid. 

Mr.  Bevin  s initiative  in  arranging  this 
Paris  conference  indicates  the  eagerness  with 
which  the  Marshall  plan  has  been  greeted 


and  the  evident  desire  of  the  United  King 
Jom  and  France  to  uk*  advantage  of  lL.  Xhf 
announced  participation  of  Mr.  Molotov  has 
given  rise  to  the  belief  that  the  three  major 
European  powers  may  find  common  ground 
for  agreement  hitherto  lacking.  Russia  could 
not  have  stayed  out  of  the  conference,  of 
course,  since  it  had  been  made  plain  that  the 
Western  nations  would  go  ahead  on  their 
own  if  necessary.  There  is  general  hope, 
however,  that  the  promise  of  action  follow- 
ing the  Paris  meeting  will  be  fulfilled. 

There  is  one  marked  change  between  to- 
day's gathering  and  the  many  international 
conferences  which  have  preceded  it.  Differ 
ences  over  procedure  or  technical  points  arc 
unlikely  to  be  permitted  to  delay  or  hamper 
discussion  The  conference  is  in  the  nature 
of  a showdown,  the  Marshall  proposal  may 
be  .accepted  or  rejected.  The  Western  Powers 
hav^ already  indicted  their  acceptance  and 
desire  to  see  it  implemented  witfi  the  partici- 
pation of  those  countries  it  would  do  most 
to  benefit. 

Much  then  will  depend  on  the  altitude 
taken  by  the  Soviet  f oreign  Minister — 
whether  the  economic  union  of  Europe  is  to 
become  a reality  or  whether  Europe  is  to  br 
divided  in  two  I he  long  range  intentions  of 
Russia  should  become  manifest  as  the  con- 
ference proceeds  It  is  a fateful  meeting  and 
the  issue  should  soon  become  clear  cut  If  the 
weight  of  American  aid  is  to  be  placed  behind 
European  recovery.  Europe  must  be  ready 
to  join  hands  and  take  co-operative  action.
